contemplated opposition, the value of 
seats in the old Exchange has declined. 
Within the past two years they have sold 
as high as $33,000 each, but to-day they 
can be bought for considerably less, and 
the present price serves to show tlie insta- 
bility of this classof property ; stiil,when 
we consider that only a few years ago a 
membership, which is now worth between 
§20,000 and §30,000, could be bought 
for from §5,000 to §7,000, this invest- 
ment has not been a bad one for those 
who purchased at these figures, and some 
of the old members got in at a very much 
lower price. 
The Produce Exchange al- 


ready has begun the erection of a magni- 
ficent building, which will rival in com- 
pleteness and dimensions anything in the 
city when finished, and ten years hence, 
if no great catastrophe occurs, the price 
of membership of that corporation will 
have increased almost immeasurably, and 
we base our calculation to-day on an eight 
hundred per cent increase in value in the 
last seven years. 
America is the store- 


house of the world. 
The resources of our 


country are incalculable. 
New York is 


the great port of entry and supply, and 
therefore the Produce Exchange must be 
a great and potent auxiliary of our wealth, 
in disseminating the crops and provisions 
which our agriculturists produce.

TonTVKE IN CHINA.—The practice of 


torture is extensively indulged in by the 
courts of China, and a Hong Kong paper 
reports that it gives rise to frightful 
abuses. 
A memorial recently published 


in the official Peking Gazette states what 
is called "the slow proces of obtaining 
evidence" to be as follows: 
A queue of 


twisted hemp is wound tightly around the 
prisoner's forehead, and he is made to 
kneel upon chains, being kept in this po- 
sition throughout the examination, which 
lasts six or seven hours, as a rule, the 
questioner being utterly indifferent to the 
pain the prisoner undergoes. A case is 
cited in which a youth of twenty has been 
held for eight months on a trumped up 
charge of debt. 
During this time he has 


been frequently examined, with a view to 
make him admit the liability, and, in ad- 
dition to the "slow process" above de- 
scribed, he has been severely tortured no 
less than thirty times. He has frequently 
fainted under his sufferings, and his life 
is now despaired of. The censor who 
brings this case to the imperial notice 
does not ask that the torturers be punished, 
but only that the court guilty of the ex- 
treme cruelty be "forbidden to use forms 
of torture not recognized by law."

its products at the Atlanta Cotton Expo- 
sition. 
The Atlanti Constitution of the 


22nd ult., speaks in such high terms of 
this exhibit, and of the enterprise of the 
firm, that we take pleasure in reproducing 
its wordsjn the columns of the GAZETTE.

ounce, cineraria seed at sixty dollars an 
ounce. 
Oh, no ! we didn't buy any—we 


leave that for our state agricultural com- 
missioner, and will expect to receive some 
at the expense of the dear public. 
We 


must say, however, that these very rare 
seeds are the exceptions, many old varie- 
ties being nearly if not quite as good and 
at prices to suit the means of everyone. 
Figs do not grow on thistles, neither good 
cereals or vegetables 
from poor seeds. 


Such being the case we must recognize as 
public benefactors all who by selection 
and breeding develop improved types of 
agricultural staples, and in this connec- 
tion your reporter so far departs from his 
usual course as to individualize the display 
which yesterday struck his fancy as some- 
thing entirely unique at this exposition, 
and expressive of the results of a century's 
labor and experience in one direction. 


David Landreth & Sons are the only 


seedsmen who have favored our southern 
exposition with their support and right 
handsomely have they done it. 
Consider- 


ing tiiat ours is entirely 
an agricultural 


community it seems singular that others 
in their line should not have recognized 
the opportunity. Landrcth's exhibit oc- 
cupies the greater part of the horticultu- 
ral building, which was erected especially 
to accommodate them, and it is without 
question the most complete and costly ex- 
hibit of seeds ever made in this country 
—a valuable indorsement of the exposi- 
tion and recognition of our agricultural 
future. 
The space occupied is 33 feet by 


22 feet 11 inches, and upon this is erected 
the must artistic and complete 
set of 


cases and tables iu the entire exposition. 
The back of the space supports a partition 
or wall in gothic style to which is affixed 
permanent tables. 
On the tables are a 


long list of objects too numerous to men- 
tion, the most striking being an array of 
casts of vegetables done in plaster and 
colored true to nature—representations 
so accurate in size, form a,nd color, as to 
deceive even on close inspection those 
best acquainted with vegetable life. 
In 


advance of the tables are three upright 
cases triangular at each end of the space 
Hanking an immense centerpiece of rare 
beauty—octagonal in form, constructed of 
black walnut and ebony ten feet in diam- 
eter, twenty-two feet high, surmounted 
by a sheaf of wheat, always typical of ag- 
riculture. 
This case is filled with one 


hundred and sixty-eight large glass vases 
of distinct vegetable seeds, all grown 
upon the farms of the exhibitors. 
Over 


the exhibit are suspended banners bearing 
the escutcheons and mottoes of the states 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Wisconsin 
and Virginia in each of which the exhibi- 
tors own and cultivate seed farms. 


It is impossible to enter here further 


into details, suffice it to say, this display 
has cost the exhibitors the sum of five 
thousand dollars. 
Founded in 1784— 


only two years to run to celebrate a cen- 
tenial of establishment, the oldest firm in 
their line in America and the oldest in 
any business in Philadelphia—a proud 
record of square dealing and practical 
business administration. 
In their expo- 


sition circular they publish an extract 
from a well known Virginia firm, as fol- 
lows : "When we write this note we can- 
not but think how long business relations 
has existed between our two houses. 
Our 


business was commenced in 1702, and 
during that entire period our seed depart- 
ment has been supplied with Landrcth's 
seeds." 
No exhibition in the exposition 


can present a similar statement of two 
firms in pleasant intercourse for eighty- 
nine years.

DANOEEUOS SHEEP AND BULLS.—A 


correspondent writes: "I noticed an ac- 
count a few weeks ago of a buck sheep 
killing a child by butting, and frequently 
see accounts of bulls injuring persons 
with their horns.

be easily prevented. Some time ago I 
had a buck that became very troublesome 
in this way.

he could not see ahead he would not harm 
any one.

! his neck aiid below the under jaw. I 
rendered him perfectly harmless. I also 
fixed an ugly bull in the same way, and he 
could not see to do any harm." 


IK THE ARCTIC REGIONS.— 


We went ashore on Diomede island and 
greatly enjoyed a stroll through tlie streets 
and houses of the curious Esquimaux vil- 
lage here. 
It is built on the bald, rugged 


side of the island, where the slope is al- 
most cliff-like in steepness and rockiness. 
The winter houses arc wood-lined burrows 
under ground, entered by a tunnel, and 
warm and snug like the nest of a field- 
mouse beneath 
,a sod, though terribly 


thick and rancid as to the air contained 
in them. The summer houses are square 
skin boxes above ground, and set on long 
stilt poles. Neither the one nor the other 
look the least like houses or huts of any 
sort, but those made of skin are the 
queerest human nests conceivable. 
They 


are simply light, square frames made of 
drift-poles gathered on the beach and 
covered with walrus hide that has been 
carefully dressed, and stretched tightly 
on the frame, like the head of a drum. 
The skin is of a yellow color and quite 
translucent, so that one feels when iu it 
as if inside a huge blown bladder, the 
light sifting in through the skin by the 
top and all around, yellow as a sunset. 
The entire establishment is window, one 
pane for the roof, which is also the ceil- 
ing, and one for each of the four sides, 
without cross sash bars to mar the brave 
simplicity of it all. 
Most of tlie inhabi- 


tants, of whom there are perhaps about 
100, had just returned from along voyage 
in their canoes to Cape Prince of Wales, 
Kotzebuu sound, and other points on the 
American coast, for the purpose of trade, 
bringing back ivory and furs to sell to the 
Tschukcliis of Siberia, who in turn will 
carry these articles by a roundabout way 
nearly ] ,000 miles to the Russian trading 
post, and bring back goods to trade back 
the .ilioinecle merchants, through whose 
hands they will pass to the Cape Prince 
of Wales natives, and from these to sev- 
eral others of the inland river, down the 
Colville to Point Barrow, and eastward as 
far as the mouth of the Mackenzie river. 
The Diomede merchants are true middle- 
men, and their village a half-way house 
of commerce between Northeastern Asia 
and America. 
The extent of the deal- 


ings of these people, usually regarded as 
savages, is truly surprising. 
And that 


they keep warm and make a living on this 
bleak, fug-smothered, storm-beaten rock, 
and have time to beget, and feed, and 
train children, and give them a good Es- 
quimaux education, teach them to shoot 
the bow, throw the bird-spear and make 
them, teach them to make and use those 
marvelous kyacks, kill seals, bears, wal- 
rus, hunt the whale, capture the different 
iinds of fishes, manufacture different sorts 
of leather, dress skins and make them 
into clothing, build those strange houses, 
teach them to carry on trade, make fire 
by rubbing two pieccsof wood together— 
that they can do all this, and still have 
time to be sociable, dance, sing, gossip, 
and discuss ghosts, spirits and all the 
nerve-shaking marvels of the Shaman 
world, shows ho\v truly wild, and brave 
and capable a people those island Esqui- 
maux are.—J^'tta' to S<m Fnaiviwo Bulle- 
tin.

—The following letter was written from 
a place three and one half miles northeast 
of Fort Itidgcly, by Herbert A. dates, 
one of the Minneapolis and St. Louis sur- 
veying corps, to the St. Paul Pioneer 
PHIXH: 
"On Friday, the day of the storm, 


we were surveying a preliminary branch 
running a westerly course from the main 
line, when we saw quite a large black 
cloud approaching. 
We started for camp, 


and were within about three miles of it 


lieu tin; cloud in the centre turned green 


and purple ; lightning flashed and heavy 
thunder rolled. About a mile from camp 
the heavens looked like an immense cloud 
of dust. 
We got in just in time to un- 


hitch the horses from the wagon when the 
storm struck us. \\re were scattered in 
a short time in all directions. 
Henry 


Wales was thrown against a tree and had 
his left side smashed in. The wind hurled 
me through tlie tent as it fell. 
1 tried to 


hold on to a tree, but in vain, and was 
thrown about four 
rods against more 


trees, and this time I stuck, while the air 
was filled with sticks and iron flying iu 
every direction. 
One of Finley's boys 


was about sixty rods north of us with a 
large herd of cattle, 
lie was carried into 


the air and cast to the ground lifeless. 
When found tlie only article of dress he 
had on was his shirt collar. 
His father's 


house was entirely destroyed. 
A mile 


southeast of us lived a family named Oliver. 
The father, mother and four children were 
killed, and the other child fatally injured. 
The heavy sills of a bridgo near us were 
picked up and driven into the ground 
from four to six feet. 
Ducks, prairie 


chickens, and all kinds of birds were 
found skinned as fora pot-pie. 
Our out- 


fit was totally destroyed ; the tents level, 
the transit, flags, grips and clothing are 
all gone. 
The wind tore the harness off 


the horses into shreds. 
One of the most 


valuable horses was killed and another 
badly crippled." 


BRIGANDAGE IN BOSNIA.—Despite the 


presence of Austrian troops, brigandage 
is reported to be increasing in Bosnia. 
On the ICth of last month, indeed, a reg- 
ular pitched battle took place in the 
neighborhood of Priboij between a band 
of brigands and a party of gendarmes and 
soldiers. 
According to the account of 


the matter printed in the Vienna New 
Free Press, information was received that 
a large band of brigands, under a noto- 
rious leader, Totno Bjelic, was assembled 
near Han Sibosica; and accordingly a 
concentric advance of all the gendarmes 
posts in the neighborhood was arranged, 
detachments of infantry being also sent 
to reenforce the gendarmes. 
On thelGth 


one of these parties came upon the bri- 
gands in a thick wook, and immediately a 
lively exchange of musketry fire was be- 
gun. 
One gendarme fell dead, a second 


was mortally wounded, and a soldier was 
badly hit. 
Apparently, 
however, the 


work soon became too hot for the bri- 
gands, for, throwing down their rifles, 
they fled, leaving behind three of their 
number dead, nine Winchester repeating 
rifles, and a large quantity of ammunition. 
Four of the flying brigands were cap- 
tured by the gendarmes,but the remainder, 
and among them they leader of the band, 
succeeded in making their escape, and arc 
believed to have crossed the Servian fron- 
tier. The four prisoners were tried by 
court-martial at Priboij on the 17th and 
shot on the same day.—St. James Gazette,

entire time lias scarcely been able to walk 
without assistance. It issaid that she has 
needed the means to secure the proper 
attention of nurses, and the §3,000 pen- 
sion granted her by Congress is utterly 
inadequate to supply her wants in her 
present condition. 
Cyrus W. I'leld has 


been applied to to take an interest in her 
in her case, and he announced iltat he was 
actively exerting his influence to secure 
the passage of a bill through Congress to 
increase the amount of her pension to a 
figure which will render the remaining 
years of her life as comfortable as her 
sickly condition will permit. 
A Times 


reporter had a long conversation with Dr. 
Sayre recently in regard to tlie condition 
and actual needs of Mrs. Lincoln, 
'f he 


Doctor was very indignant at the reports 
which have been circulated to the efl'ect 
that his patient is insane. "She is no 
more insane than you or [ are," he said, 
"and if you could talk with her an hour 
you would agree with me. 
The poor wo- 


man has had trouble enough to drive 
many a strong man crazy, but she has 
borne up under the strain nobly, and these 
misrepresentations are unworthy the men 
who make them. I have known Mrs. 
Lincoln since she was a little girl, and 1 
understand her and her situation thor- 
oughly. If it were not for her illness, 
which may very possibly prove incurable, 
even with the best and most constant of 
attendance, 1 believe that she would get 
along on the paltry §3,000 which Con- 
gress has thrown to her, and the world 
would never know from her lips that the 
widow of the man who did more for his 
country than any other man in this cen- 
tury was poor and in want. 
As it is she 


is absolutely driven to ask aid from some- 
body, and 1 believe that Congress is the 
proper place to apply. 
Thcwifeof Abra- 


ham Lincoln should not want for proper 
care during her sickness. The country 
owes it to its own honor, as well as to the 
memory of the dead, to provide liberally 
for her in this emergency. 
L am glad 


that Mr. Field has taken the matter in 
hand. 
He is energetic and persevering, 


and backed, as he no doubt will be by the 
enlightened sentiment of the nation, 1 
believe that he will succeed in awakening 
Congress to a proper sense of its duty to 
this suffering lady." 


"What is the nature of Mrs. Lincoln's 


complaint ?" asked the reporter. 


"In December, 1870, Mrs Lincoln was 


in Pan, France. 
On the day when she 


received the injury which resulted in her 
prostration, she was 
expecting a visit 


from some distinguished persons whom 
she had known when presiding at the 
^\ bite House, and she naturally wanted 
her rooms in her boarding bouse in which 
she was stopping to look as nicely as pos- 
sible. 
She noticed a picture over the 


mantle-piece which did not hang quite 
straight, and as she economizing and liv- 
ing without servants, she undertook to fix 
it herself. 
Being rather heavy and not 


over graceful in her movements on the 
ladder, it broke under her, and she fell 
on the middle of her back across the edge 
of a sofa. 
That Jail was the cause of all 


her subsequent troubla,aml she has never 
been a well woman since. 
She was con- 


fined to her bed for some time, aflliclcd 
with inflammation of the spinal chord and 
a partial loss of power in the lower ex- 
tremities. 
After remaining iu bed for 


some time she thought that she was able 
to travel, and started for some place on 
the Continent, the name of which I can- 
not recall. 
She only got as far as Nice 


when she was prostrated again, and again 
was confined to her bed. 
When she was 


able to 
move about again she started 


at once for New York to see me. This 
was about a year ago. 
(>a reaching here 


she took rooms at the Clarendon Hotel, 
and placed herself in my charge. 
The 


period for active treatment of the disease 
had long since passed, and all that 1 could 
do was to try to restore vitality to the 
lower extremities and compose the ner- 
vous system. 
She had a touch of dropsy 


at this time, and, in fact, I. believe that 
she was suffering from 
Jjrighl's clisetse 


of the kidneys. 
1 did what 1 could for 


her, restored her partially, and th.'!! sent 
her to her sister, Mrs. Kdwaids. in Spring- 
field, 111., where she remained until last 
month in charge of a medical ^cutlomaii 
who conducted the case in constant cor- 
respondence with me." 


"On the llth of October," continued 


Dr. Sayre, ".Mrs. Lincoln aL;ain came to 
to this citv and placed herself in my 
charge, taking rooms at the Clarendon. I. 
found that she could not walk safely with- 
out the aid of a chair, and even then she 
was liable at times to fall. 
I told her 


that she must have a maid or nurse to 
attend her constantly, and tint she must 
be treated with electricity and with mas- 
sage. 
Then for the first time her poverty 


was revealed to me. 
She told me that 


she could not afford to keep a maid. Her 
means, she said, were limited to the 
$3,000 pension granted her by Conpress. 
She had formerly possessed §1,400 a year 
more, but that she had lost. 
I was as- 


tonished at this revelation, but I wci.t to 
work to do the best I could for her. 
In 


a little over a week I managed to get her 
accommodations in a water-cure estab- 
lishment where she could have proper at- 
tention and baths, with board, and be 
properly treated with electricity and mas- 
sage on a comparatively economical basis, 
and she has been there now for about six 
weeks. It seems strange,doe; it not, that 
the wife of Abraham Lincoln should not 
be able to hire a nurse"! But just think 
of it yourself and make an 
estimate. 


Calculate rent, board, medical advice, 
which she must have continually, and at- 
tendance, and see how much you would 
have Jeft for clothes and traveling, out of 
§3,000 a year. 
Certainly the widow of a 


President of the United States is entitled 
to protection, especially when she is sick. 
Mrs. Lincoln is improving, but her condi- 
tion is such that she will need attention 
constantly for a long time, and possibly 
as long as she lives. At times she seems 
quite well, but it is not safe to Icavo her 
to herself. 
She can walk alone at times, 


but she ought not to do it, and she is un- 
able at all times to walk up or down stairs. 
Her kidney disease is relieved now, and 
the main danger to be feared is spinal 
sclerosis, or 
hardening of the spinal 


chord." 


"Has 
Mr. Field consulted you about 


Mrs. Lincoln?" 


"He has been to see me three times, 


and I have called on him twice, but we 
have missed each other every time. 
He 


saw my son last night, however. 
His 


idea is to induce Congress to increase 
Mrs. Lincoln's pension to §5,00'I. 1 hope 
he will succeed, and I believe that he will. 
His attention was called to the matter, 1 
understand, by Mrs. Hubert Lincoln, when 
at Yorktown, and he has already begun to 
use his influence. 
If he succeeds he 


will have the credit of having come to the 
rescue of a noble, but much maligned, 
woman at a time when she sadly needs 
help.'

cupied one of these caves for kitchen and 
dining room purposes. 
It is about forty 


feet long and ten feet wide. It is ap- 
proached by climbing a hill, when the cave 
is entered from the side of the hill. 
Its 


mouth is covered by cluslcrsof vines pen- 
dant from the branches and houghs of a 
clump of hackberry trees. 
In the top of 


this cave is a hole, extending to ihe sur- 
face, through which Mr. Van Wie has 
run two stove-pipes. 
Another cave still, 


its shape being round and of capacity to 
hold seventy or eighty people, is used for 
storage purposes. 
The third cave opens 


in a solid rock bluff, being about six feet 
in diameter at the mouth, and extends 
backwards a distance of about one hun- 
dred and fifty feet.

reniembeied. I looked out and saw one 
or two passengers getting up, and I also 
saw steam in the car. 
Then I thought 


the steam heaters had burst. 


"I pulhd on my boots and trouseis, and 


walked toward the rear end of the car. I 
opened th j door of the stateroom, and a 
blinding cloud of steam rushed out. 
I 


slammed the door shut; if 1 hadn't we 
should all have smothered. Then a rail- 
road roan came and opened the door of 
the passage beside the stateroom, and the 
steam rushed in from that door too. He 
shut it quickly. About that time we be- 
gan to make out—I don't know exactly 
how—that the state-room was occupied 
by a locomotive, or as much of it as could 
be accommodated, and that her steam- 
chest was discharging its contents into 
the car. 
It was a close shave for me. 


the boiler was within six feet of my head. 
Now there was a party of four men in 
that state-room when I went to bed. 
They were in bed when I retired, and 
they did not come out after the engine 
struck us. If they didn't get out before 
they must have been snothered. They 
couldn't breathe in that steam a minute 
and live. I couldn't find out anything 
about them. The railroad people are 
very reticent."
